A machine shoe and a method for the support of objects, such as 

apparatuses and machines, characterized by being tolerant to 
irregularities in the surface on which the object to be supported is placed. 
The machine shoe has a movable spindle which is secured in concealed to 
fashion in the lower a base of the machine shoe. The machine shoe is 
particular l y suitable for use in environments where great requirements 
arc made w i th respect to hygiene. It is char a cteristic of the machine shoe 
that the mo v able spindle is attache d t o t h e lo w e r p art by insertion into 
two locking rings integrated in a polymer material that forms the basis for 
the low e r of a lower part of the base of the machine shoe . The 

It is also characteristic of a machine shoe according to the invention 
that the centre point between the locking rings , which secure the spind l e 
to the lower part, forms the centre for the movements of the spindle.
